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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -2, 4-9 and 11-13 are allowed. 

2. line following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, KR '368, fails to teach or reasonably suggest the claimed invention. 
Specifically, KR '368 discloses a washing machine with rotary tub and a detergent 
feeder and silver maker. However, KR '368 fails to teach or reasonably suggest a 
washing machine comprising, inter alia, an integrated detergent feeder and colloidal 
silver maker configuration of independent claims 1 or 7. For at least the foregoing 
reasons, claims 1 and 7 (and claims dependent thereon) are believed to recite 
patentable subject matter.
